Holding that the Harrison-Barksdale case has vital 


bearing on the Danville question, Judge D. Price Withers 
early this afternoon in an oral opinion delivered from the 
bench held that both the school bond issue of $350,000 and 
the sewer bond issue of $50,000 carried in last Tuesday's 
election.

This decision was reached after more than three hours 


of arguments by attorneys representing elements who claim- - 
ed that the bond issue carried and those who contended that 


• 
it had been defeated. 
Supporting the theory that the bond issues carried were 


M. K. Harris and E. Walton Brown, while appearing for 
those who hold that the bond issue lost were, Julian Meade, 
Henry C. Leigh, Harry Wooding, Jr., and Harry C. Ficklen, 
the latter addressing the court as a citizen. 


Judge Withers in rendering his decision said that he 


appreciated' the appearance of council and citizens and was 
interested in what they said. It was impossible for him to 
follow the advice of both sides. From the reading of the 
statute itself and as illustrated by divergent views express- 
ed during the hearing it was apparent that there was con- 
siderable doubt as to the exact meaning of the phrase in the 
city charter; that he had made a careful examination but 
had not been able to find that the Danville corporation court 
had ever construed the language for or against, but that 
tinder the circumstances he was bound by the decision ol 
Judge Sims in the Harrison-Barksdale case. He thought the 
, 


case was controlling and that he would there:bre enter an 
order declaring the issues were carried. . 


Just what the next step will be re- 


mains to be seen. 
It -would be proper for the issuance

The Confiscation 


Of Vessels Is Now 


Likely To Arise

WASHINGTON, June 26.—If for- 


eign ships should persist in bringing 
liquor for beverage purposes on the 
high seas within American territorial 
waters they \\111 also raise the ques- 
tion of confiscation of the vessels as 
well as the liquor, administration offi- 
cials intimated today 


So far. says the prohibition unit, the 


Treasury Department "has not insist- 
ed upon the seizure of the foreign 
ships that have brought liquors into 
American territorial waters for two 
principal reasons " The questions are: 
"1—The question involved concern- 


ing the liquors is whether they may. 
as claimed by the foreign vessels, be 
used for med'icinal purposes, and they 
are brought into our waters with an 
avowed purpose to test that question 
legally and for this purpose the pres- 
ence of the subject matter of dispute 
only, to \\it, the 
liquors, 
is lequir- 


ed"2—For the reasons of delicacy in- 
volved, it being the purpose of the de- 
partment to proceed in as unobstrusive 
manner as is consistent with a prooer 
enforcement of the law and thus avoid 
complications that might possibly be 
on a serious nature " 
As a result of the test the foreign 


ship lines will learn how much liquor 
they may bring across the three mile 
limit for medicinal purposes. Then u 
they bring in liquor in excess of the 
amount for medicinal purposes their 
ships will be liable to confiscation in 
addition to the contrabrand liquor.

Nobles did not show any eridtion anJ 
walked to his death without a falter* 
ing step,' "Gentlement", said Noblet 
as he took his seat. " I hope to meet 
you all up yonder. I've made my 
peace with God, may God bless all of 
you, 
God bless Mr. Betts, (spiritual 


advisor). 
My time has come and I , 


have got to leave this old world, I've i 
made peace with my Lord.' Here the 
prison attaches fitted the cap on his 
head and he could say no more. No- 
bles did not forget his friends In 
death row, stopping at some cells to 
say goodbye. 
He waved iV Vwcll to 


the other 13 as he was led away. . 
' Good morning gentlemen," said No- , 
bels as he passed by "Warden Betts 
and newspapermen. Nobles spent the ' 
r-ormng in prayer with his spiritual 
adv ser, Joi "Webber, and their minis- 
ters. Nobles told them that he slept 
last night and ate a good breakfast. 
He said to Rev. Mr. Betts that he was , 
innocent. It required three shocks to 
produce death. His body was prepar- 
ed for bilrial and will be shipped to 
his old home. 
' 
Nobles, who was convicted of the 


murder of his cousin, Henry G No- 
bles, at the January, 1923, term oT - 
Columbus county Superior court. The 
crime was committed, September 23, 
1922.Nobles was first sentenced to die on 
March 23, but owing to the illness of 
Mrs. 
Sam Busbee, wife of the war- 


den at the state prison, the governor 
jranted a respite of thirty days. On 
the mornmgr of April 24, the day No- 
bles was to walk to the electric chair, 
Rev. Sylvester Betts, Loomis Goodwin.
